are in the Mississippi Sound, and to a cer- 
tain extent command the entrance to Lakes 
Borgne and Ponchartrain, by which New 
Orleans can be taken iu the rear. 
In an- 


ticipation of an attempt to take the city the 
inhabitants were drilled every afternoon, 
aud fortifications were being erected at 
English Turn, which is below, aud Carroll- 
ton, which is above the city, on the Missis- 
sippi. 
Notwithstanding this alarm, the 


seizure of the islands must be merely pre- 
liminary to future operations, as there is 
certainly no United States force now in 
that quarter equal to the attempt to capture 
the city. 
Some ten or twelve vessels may 


be in and around the Mississippi Sound, 
but they are not accompanied by any force 
sufficient to be landed for soriou=- operations. 


A steamboat arrived at Jefferson City,

Gen. Price had moved with the great body 
of his force to the southward, and it was 
believed would retreat into Arkansas — 
There was no truth in the report that Gen. 
Sturges had re-occupied Lexington. 
A 


bod}'' of the Confederatessix thonsaiu^trong, 
under General Harris, were attacked by a 
Federal force whilst attempting to crot-s 
the Missouri river, and severely handled, 
being driven back with considerable loss, 
aud leaving behind them their transporta- 
tion train aud baggage. This account ot 
the fight, howevr-r, needs confirmation.— 
The most of the Federal army under Gen. 
Fremont had moved from Jefferson City to- 
wards Lexington. 
The army was well ap- 


pointed and prepared, and full of fight.— 
The retreat of Price, however, renders it 
doubtful whether there will be a general 
battle. 


Gen. Reynolds has made a successful 


demonstration ou General Lee's entrenched 
camp on the Greenbricr river twelve miles 
from Cheat river pass. The demonstration 
was designed merely as a recouuoissance in 
force, but finally became almost a general 
engagement. 
The fighting was kept -ap 


for four hours, and General Reynolds finally 
withdrew from before a superior force on 
which he had inflicted a good deal of injury. 
The Federal lo^ was ouly ten killed and 
eleven wounded, whilst that of the Confed- 
erates was believed to be much larger.— 
Thirteen prisoners were taken, and a lot of 
cattle and horses secured. 


From the Upper Potomac we learn that 


the river is now ibrdable, and that rumors 
prevail of an intended advance movement 
by our forces. 


Via Fortress Monroe we learn from Ilat- 


teras Inlet that the steam propeller Fanny 
has been captured by the Confederates.— 
She was sent from llattcras Inlet up Pam- 
lico Sound with provisions and stores for 
the troops encamped on the Chicomacoinico 
bank, about twenty miles this side of Cape 
llattcras. 
Whilst unloading,three Confed- 


erate steamers suddenly appeared and with- 
out any serious resistance the Fanny was 
Burrciidfrcd. 
Her master and crew made 


off in a boat, but it is believed that a small 
detachment of soldiers on board were made 
prisoners, though they may have escaped, 
as the Fanny was run ashore. 
The Fanny 


had two rifled cannon and a quantity of 
valuable stores and ammunition on board.— 
The capture wa^ the result of an inexcusa- 
ble want of prudence, for which somebody 
ought to be held responsible. The boat 
was sent, unsupported, on "a dangerous 
commission, and had not even a responsible 
officer on board her commander, Lieut. 
Crosby, of the Navy, being absent on a 
lUiJougli. 
An armed expedition was sub- 


sequently sent from Ilatteras Inlet, but the 
result of its operations had not been ascer- 
tained when the Pawnee, by which the news 
was received, left that locality. 


A Richmond despatch to a Norfolk pa- 


per states that Senator Breckinridge had ar- 
rived at Lynchburg, that he would resign 
his position as a Senator, is.sue an address 
to the people of Kentucky and take an ac- 
tive part in the war. 


The Case of Major General Fremont. 


The President is greatly importuned by 


the friends aud foes of Major General Fre- 
mont. 
It is certain that lie lias committed 


some grave mistakes. 
Gen. McClellan has 


been repeatedly consulted in regard to this 
vexed question. 
It is absurd to suppose 


that whatever disposition maybe made of it 
it will have anything to do with the ques- 
tion of slavery, as involved in the proclama- 
tion of Fremont, modified by President Lin- 
coln. At present, it seems to be understood 
that he will have an opportunity to test his 
courage and his prudence by driving the 
traitors from Missouri. 
Many of the best 


friends of General Fremont regard his case 
as an exceedingly difficult one to defend.
